Each stud is nailed into a preset plate 
and shoe with four perfectly set spikes in 10 seconds and 
then proceeds down a pneumatically activated assembly table to 
receive window headers which are also automatically nailed 
into place. The partition or wall section is then placed into per- 
fect square and level by pneumatic clamps. The exterior plywood 
sheathing is then applied, using power-activated guns that drive 
and counter-sink the fasteners ...in a matter of minutes. 


AUTOMATIC RAFTER CUTTER. Until the advent of this pneumati- 
cally activated unit, each rafter had to be cut a total of 5 indi- 
vidual times before it was ready to be used in roofing a house.

This advanced auto- 
mation is achieved by high speed saws which move in fixed 
patterns, making all the cuts with complete accuracy and uni- 
formity.
